Cadet Radio Club 
Contacts Endeavor 


Members of the Cadet Amateur Radio Club 
made radio contact with the space shuttle 
Endeavor recently. 

As part of the Shuttle Amateur Radio 
Experiment, the Endeavor crew included two 
licensed ham radio operators--American 
astronaut Dr. Jay Apt and Japanese astronaut 
Dr, Mamoru Mohri. 

The first cadet to make contact with the shuttle 
was C2C Jon Landis, club president. Also 
making contact with the shuttle were C1C Tony 
Bishop and C4C Russell Roslewski. 

Cadets used the department of astronautics' 
amateur satellite ground station in Fairchild Hall. 
In addition to a radio, the station includes two 
steerable high-gain antennas on the roof and a 
computer to calculate. satellite orbits and 
automatically steer the antennas as satellites 
pass overhead.
